Carnival of Gaiety in London 
Hundreds of Thousands Surge 


Along Royal Wedding Route

LONDON, Nov. 20,—(AP) 
Hundreds of thousands of 
laughing, singing, frolickin 
people surged through Lon- 
don’s misty streets in a carni- 
val of gaiety as the royal 
wedding day broke. 

BURSTING BONDS of austerity 
great crowds began congregating 
early last night from Buckingham 
palace to Westminster Abbey and

‘Huge Crowds Roar Approval 
.'As All Empire Hails Match

LONDON, Nov. 20. — (CP) Beneath the great, shadowed 
Abbey, where for centuries the kings and queens of England have passed in pomp and 
splendor, Princess Elizabeth was married today to her childhood sweetheart as quietly 
and demurely as any village bride. 
Standing before the gleaming gold plate of the altar, flanked by banks of flowers,

Pronounced Man, Wife, Blessed | 


The archbishop then pronounced “that they be man and wife together,’”’ blessed them 
and led them to the altar. There the young couple stood while the choir and congregation 
—nearly 3,000 persons, including six kings and six queens — sang the psalm, “God Be 
Merciful Unto Us and Bless Us.” 

The royal couple was joined in wedlock at precisely 11:44 a.m. GMT (4:44 a.m, 
MST). Almost as the archbishop, primate of all England, pronounced the union, the 
great Abbey clock struck the quarter hour, 

The wedding day, greatest spectacle for Britons since the King’s 1937, 
brought a splash of color to the fabric of a country rent by bombs and economic crisis 

The skies were grey with a drizzle falling most of the morning, but the weather failed to 
dampen the spirits of 1,000,000 persons who watched the ancient ceremonies in the Abbey 
and the royal processions to and from England's storied church, 

The Princess, who some day will rule over more than 500,000,000 persons, a quarter 
of the world’s population, was a radiant figure in white. Her face shone above an 
ivory satin gown embroidered with thousands of pearls. She wore a diamond tiara, 
her mother’s. Her lipstick was suited to televison cameras, 

Queen Mary, now 80 years old, saw her grand-daughter married 
David,” the Duke of Windsor whose abdication in 1936 brought his younger brother to the 
throne and made Elizabeth heiress presumptive. 


Greatest Spectacle Since 1937 


The pageantry, its effect heightened by contrast with the prevailng austerity of every- 
day life in post-war Britain, outshone in splendor every regal spectacle since the 1937 
coronation. But with all the splendor, the service in its spirit and form was as simple and 
direct as that in any country Anglican Church.

A Case for Discretion 

Edmonton people will see something 
familiar in the civic policy thus commented | 
on by the Vancouver Sun: 


“The park board has adopted a sort of | , 


Selective deforestation scheme for west end | 
boulevards. Gradually the unsuitable giants | 
will be removed and smaller trees put in their 
place. Eventuglly the whole district will 
have trees of more moderate size. 

“This plan of progressive and painless 
transition is undoubtedly the best solution to 
an awkard problem. The offending trees 
will not be spared, but the feelings of the 
west end residents will be. 

“There was a great outcry last year when | 
the board began to fell whole avenues of the 
overgrown trees, The sight of barren boule- | 
Vards was too much of a shock to community 
sensibilities. Park commissioners had to 
eall off their axemen.” 

Like the Coast city, Edmonton has a 
problem on hand of how to remove’ boule- 
vard trees which have grown too big—and | 
Bome of varieties which send down root- | 
Systems to clog the sewer pipes. Here, too, 
the axemen started out last spring with 
admirable but mis-directed zeal, hacked down | 
the trees along extensive stretches of streets, 
and left these looking like highways in 
Belgium after the Germans had pessed 
through in World War 1. 

Hot protests from the house-holders did 
eer to get attention at the city hall after a 
time, and the clear-everything-as-you-go 
operation was modified into something 
approaching the gradual removal of the 
worst offenders, leaving smaller trees to pre- 
serve a semblance of treed boulevards. 

It is to be hoped that the council of 1948 
will avoid the mistake of the council of 1947, 
and will direct the tree-cutting along the 
lines of selection rather than indiscriminate 
destruction. The object should be, not to 
denude « boulevard of trees, but to keep it 
as well treed as possible. 
over a term of a few years, with a minimum 
oe damage and popular resentment, by 

pping where chopping is most necessary 
and promptly replacing the trees 
with others of smaller size and better types. 

Nobody questions the necessit y of remov- 
ing harmful and unsightly trees. But the 
Job in hand is a replacement job; not one of 
de-treeing the boulevards. The aim should 
be to keep at all times as many trees growing 
along a street as possible, removing those 
which have to be cut out at times when their 
disappearance will be least noticeable,

At best there will have to be some 
figurative belt-tightening on this side of the 
water, as well as rea] tightening on the other 
Side. 

This prospect is clearly enough defined to 
make anticipatory price-boosting a real and 
already present danger. That is something 
both governments should watch for, and 
promptly squelch if it happens. People on 
both sides of the line are willing to go on 
short commons in order to avert starvation 
in the areas of want. But there is no reason 
why they should be exploited by racketeers 
because they do it.

LONDON, Nov. 20.—(Reu- 
ters) British newspapers 
today turned from shortages,

Our King 
and the people’s elected gov- 
ernment work together with 
the unwritten but well-under- 
stood bounds of a liberal con- 
stitution. King and ministers 
alike are constantly aware that 
they draw their authority only 
from the people.” 

The News Chronicle quoted 
th. words of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury at the wedding 
of the King and Queen 25 years 
ago: 

“It is a great thing that there 
should be in our midst one 
family which, regarded by all 
as in a true sense their own, 
makes the whole Empire kin 
and helps to give it the spirit 
of one family life.” 

This point of view was em- 
phasized by The Daily Tele- 
graph which said: 

“This marriage is in a very 
real sense a family occasion to 
the millions of the British Em- 
pire; and their affectionate en- 
thusiasm is shared by very 
many in other lands. 

“This enthusiasm has found 
expression in the personal at- 
tendance of many who have 
grown old in the service of the 
Empire. There is Mr. Macken- 
zie King, the veteran Prime 
Minister of Canada. whom His 
Majesty has just been delight- 
ed to honor—and in his case 
the conventional phrase ex-

On a “visitors’ day” at our school 
Miss Carmichael thought it would 
be amusing to have several of us 


pupils tell a little joke. I was 
among those selected. 
This was the joke. One day Pat} 


met Mike. Pat said, “My father 
is very forgetful. He is always 
leaving his hat or umbrella some- 
place.” Mike said, “That's nothing. 
My father is even more forgetful 
than that. He had to go to Europe 
for his gout.” 

I told this joke with a face col- 
ored like a_ hot-house_ tomato, 
twitching lips, fingers pulling ner- 
vously at the, hem of my coat, eyes 
riveted miserably on the floor. A 
great crash of silence followed it 
and, as I stumbled blindly for my 
seat, I knew that I wouid never 
let myself get trapped again, 

During this period, too, my fa- 
ther became the president of an 


institute of journalism and used to} 


practice his speeches at home, a 
cause for so much hilarity 
(on our part) and suffering (on 
his) that I determined never to 
expose myself to any such degrad- 
ing spectacle, 


Some Samples 


About a year ago I made a Her- 
culean effort to overcome _ this 
phobia and accepted a couple of 
speaking engagements, These 
events were as painful for the 
audiences as they were for mz. In 
one case the chairman, in the cus- 
tomary expression of thanks to a 
speaker, could only smile wanly 
and assure me that my talk had 
been “most unusual.”

In these speeches

\ In actual practice these meant 
‘aothing and for a time I consider- 
ed carrying another card in my left 
hand to explain what the card in 
my right hand was all about. It 
Was around this time that I made 
up the lie about going out of town, 


My nervousness led to a dryness | 


in the mouth that might well make 
an article in a medical journal. 
My audiences would start to fidget 
and blow their noses when I began 
to stammer away at them, but soon 
they were almost hypnotically in- 
terested by my technique with the 
water pitcher, 

I spent about half my speeches 
pouring myself glasses of water 
The chairmen had to organize 
bucket brigades to keep me going 
Sometimes, in this paralysis otf 
fear, I would carefully pour myselt 


a glass of water, putthe glass down | ye 


and lift the pitcher to my lips, 
sometimes dropping my card of 
‘notes into it and just generally 
making a fool of myself. 

Even when I was going fairly 
wel] I was desperately hoping that 
there would be an earthquake or 
a fire in the rear of the hall, In 
that respect I have the feeling that 
those audiences were a hundred 
per cent with me, 


Wrong Type 

I use that ‘out of town’ excuse 
because it's simpler than trying to 
explain that these people are ia- 
viting themselves to a dreadfu) 
evening. ‘That's the funny thing 
about it, Nobody will believe you 
when you solemnly assure them 
that you can ruin their meeting, 
not to mention taking five years 
off your own life, 

These people think because a 
guy may write with some glibness 
he can stand up like a man and 
express his thoughts, The truth 
is that the average writer's prod- 
uct ig an illusion, It may look as 
if he has some free-flowing gift of 
expression, but, in fact, it comes 
only through hours of sordid ef. 
fort, much wild flailing about and 
Ballons of water, 

I personally know writers whose 
stuff reads as the beautiful, clear 
thought of well-adjusted thinkers, 
but talk something like Clifton 
Finnigan or, more often, not at all 

In fact, one of my friend» prob- 
ably the most lucid newspaperman 
in Canada, found himself horribly 
trapped into giving an address be- 
fore a luncheon club and turned 
up, panic-stricken and in utter con 
fusion, carrying a map of Ireland 
to illustrate some forgotten point 
in his talk, 

Around about the dessert course 
he leaned over to the chairman, 
wildeyed and damp of brow, mum: 
bled something about going out to 
find some thumb-tacks, staggered 
out of the rocm and just never 
came back,

Ask Subsidy Meet 
Rising Milk Costs 


Any price increase granted to 
milk producers to meet increased 
cost of production should be met 
by provincial government subsidy, 
and should not be passed on to the 
consumer, it was contended by the 
Edmonton Consumers’ Council, in 
a brief submitted Thursday to the 
Board of Public Utilities Commis- 
sioners, 

This subsidy, the brief asserted, 
could be taken from liquor profits, 
which for 1946 were in excess of 
$10,000,000, It was pointed out that | 
a two cent per quart increase to 
the consumer would cost $370,310 
in Edmonton, in Calgary $302,766 
and in Lethbridge $56,138.

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'Recommendations Made 


Asks Cash and Carry 
Milk Price be Lower 


Recommendation was made by Canada Safeway Ltd., 
to the Board of Public Utility Commissioners Wednesday 


that store milk be priced at a 


rate which reflects the lower 


cost of distribution through stores as compared with dis- 


tribution to doorstep. 

THE RECOMMENDATION was 
one of three submitted by the 
company at the Wednesday after- 
noon sittings of the board hearing 
an application from the milk pro- 
ducers in the Edmonton milk shed 
for an increase in milk prices com- 
patible with the increase in milk 
production costs. 

The Canada Safeway Co. also 
recommended that the price to the 
producer be fixed at a rate that 
will ensure a reasonable, return 
over cost of production, and also 
that if the costs of store and door- 
step delivery methods cannot be 
determined with reasonable accur- 
acy, that the price to the producer 
be fixed by the Board, and that 
wholesale and retail prices be -al- 
lowed to find their own levels, if 
necessary, within fixed maximum 
rates. 

H. C, MacCallum, milk specialist 
for Canada Safeway Ltd., present- 
ed the company’s brief, and was 
examined on its contents by D, C. 
MecGavin, Winnipeg barrister. 

Dealing with the milk pricing, 
Mr, MacCallum said the company 
knows that producers must have 
fair prices to stay in business, and 
that fair prices must be constant. 

The Safeway Company, Mr, Mac- 
Callum said, was not opposed to 
price increase to the producers if} 
it is found that costs of production | 
have risen to the extent that the 
price paid them is unfair, The 
company, he added, does have 
objection to the existing system 
of milk pricing at retail. The com- 
pany believes also that the con- 
sumer who wishes to save by 
carrying milk home from a store 
should have that opportunity. This 


“fsaving is vital to many families, 


particularly in the low-income 
brackets, 

Mr, MacCallum sald that while 
having no figures on the actual 
cost of distributing a quart of milk 
to the doorsteps in Edmonton, or 
in quantity to stores experience 
elsewhere leads to the belief that 
the difference would be more than 
three cents, 

AT THE milk enquiry tn Winnl- 
peg last March by the agricultural 
committee of the Manitoba legis- 
lature home delivery distributors 
reported cost of delivery at from 
3.15 cents a quart to more than four 
cents, for all milk delivered wheth- 
er to the home or in = quantity 
at wholesale to stores and other 
large outlets, Lucerne Milk Co, 
a division of Safeway, distributing 
only to Safeway stores reported 
cost of delivery to be .58 cents 
per quart, 

Mr. MacCallum pointed out that 
the Milk Control Board of Mani-| 
toba recognizes that there is a dif- | 
ference in cost of different types 
of distribution, and permits pricing | 
of cash-and-carry store milk at) 
one cent a quart less than for) 
home delivery.

HOW DOES A WINDMILL WORK 

A windmill uses the power of 
the wind to do various kinds of 
work—pumping water, sawing 
wood, grinding corn, generating 
electric power and so on. 

There are two chief types of 
windmills. The older or European 
type, found in Holland and other 
European countries, has changed 
little in the last eight centuries. 
Tt consists, first of all, of a wooden 
or brick tower, usually broad at the 
base and narrowing toward the 
top. The tower is generally crown- 
ed by a dome that can turn freely. 

Set within the tower is a central 
vertical shaft. It is connected at 
the top, by means of gears, with a 
horizontal or nearly horizontal 
shaft, both ends of which project 
from the movable dome. At one 
end of the shaft is a rudder or 
vane. At the other end is a set 
of four or six huge sails, forming 
the windwheel. Some European 
windwheels have a diameter af 100 
feet. 

The sails generally consist of a

Highlights 


Recalled 


By Norman Cribbens 
LONDON, Nov. 20.—(CP)—-Mounting excitement over 
today’s royal wedding has provoked’ a flood of reminis- 
cence in London newspapers and magazines about the 
occasion of Queen Victoria’s marriage. 


1T WAS A COLD, foggy, wet 
Monday in February 1840 that Prin- 
cess Elizabeth's great-great-grand- 
mother exchanged vows with 
Albert, a German prince and her 
first cousin, The ceremony took 
place, not in Westminster Abbey, 
but in the chapel at St. James’ Pal- 
ace, since bombed by the Germans. 

Some historians say that with 
the exception of the bride no 
crowned heads of Europe attended 
the wedding. “The world was at 
peace then,” one writer said, “and 
England so sure of herself that 
there wasn’t much need for glam- 
orous shows of friendship.” 

Tt is also said that few Tories at- 
tended the wedding because “at 
that time Queen Victoria did not 
like Tories.” 

“She blamed them for cutting Al- 
bert’s marriage allowance from 
£50,000 ($200,000) to £30,000 yearly 
and would not ask them to the wed- 
ding.” 

When Albert was three his nurse 
told him that if he was a “good 
boy” and greW up into a “nice man” 
he would marry the Queen of Eng- 
land, 

She wasn't entirely right for 
though he married the queen he 
wasn’t always a good boy, Once he 
filled the pockets of a princess’ coat 
with soft cheese and another time 
he made stink bombs and dropped 
them in his local theatre. 

THE PEOPLE IN the theatre 
didn’t get their own back but the 
princess did. She put a family of 
frogs in his bed. 

Victoria first met Albert when he 
was 16 and she 17. She said after- 
wards that he had a “delightful 
exterior” and every quality that 
could be desired to “render me per- 
fectly happy.” 

They were married at 21. Al- 
though it was she who had pro- 
posed marriage, at the ceremony 
Victoria promised to “obey.” 
in the chapel Albert was obviously 
the more nervous, fidgetting with 
his gloves, his tie and his prayer 
book. 

Next day The Times—then an 
eight-page paper priced at five- 
pence—carried a 30,000-word des- 
cription of the wedding compiled by 
a platoon of reporters.

Scientists Get 
Music of Sun 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 20. — 
(AP)—Two Harvard scientists 
believe they’ve picked up “mu- 
sic of the sun” on a special 
radio receiver—and one of 
them said “it sounds like grav- 
el on a tin roof.” 

“It's a rattling, whistling 
sound, very similar to ordinary 
static,” Dr. Winfield Salisbury 
told a reporter at the autumn 
meeting of the National Acade- 
my of Sciences, “but, to my 
knowledge, ordinary static has 
not been observed at the fre- 
quencies at which we've been 
listening.” 

Previously, Dr. Ronald Men- 
zel, one of the world’s authori- 
ties on solar phenomenon, had 
told the meeting it is believed 
that the signals detected were 
caused by radio waves emitted 
by Old Sol himself—and mea- 
suring anywhere from 200 to 
2,000,000 miles in length. 

The longest radiowave used 
by man is about four to five 
miles in length—employed in 
radio telegraph work.
